Safe Neighborhood Parks, Clean Water, Clean Air, and Coastal Protection Bond Act of 2000

PUBLIC RESOURCES CODE
SECTION 5096.300-5096.309

5096. 300. This chapter shall be known, and nay be cited, as the Safe
Nei ghbor hood Parks, Clean Water, Clean Air, and Coastal Protection Bond Act
of 2000 (the Vill araigosa-Keeley Act).

5096. 301. Responding to the recreational and open-space needs of a grow ng
popul ati on and expandi ng urban communities, this act will revive state

st ewardshi p of natural resources by investing in neighborhood parks and state
parks, clean water protection, and coastal beaches and scenic areas.

5096. 302. The Legislature finds and declares all of the follow ng:

(a) Historically, California's |local and nei ghborhood parks often serve as
the recreational, social, and cultural centers for cities and communiti es,
provi di ng venues for youth enrichment, senior activities, and famly
recreation.

(b) Nei ghborhood and state parks provide safe places to play in the urban
nei ghbor hoods, splendid scenic | andscapes, exceptional experiences, and
wor | d-recogni zed recreational opportunities, and in so doing, are vital to
California's quality of |ife and econony.

(c) For over a decade, the state's comritnent to parks and natura
resources has dwindled. California has not kept pace with the needed funding
to adequately nanage and maintain its nmultibillion dollar investnent in
nei ghbor hood, urban, and state parks and natural areas resulting in disrepair
and overcrowdi ng of many park facilities and the degradation of wld |ands.

(d) The magnificent Pacific Coast, outstanding nountain ranges, and uni que
sceni c regions are the source of trenmendous econom ¢ opportunity and
contribute enornmously to the quality of life of Californians.

(e) Continued econonic success and enjoynent derived from California's
natural resources depends on mmintaining clean water, healthy ecosystens, and
expandi ng public access for a growi ng state.

(f) The backl og of needs for repair and mai ntenance of |ocal and urban

parks exceeds two billion five hundred mllion dollars and the need for
mai nt enance of state parks exceeds one billion dollars. The state's
conservancies and wildlife agencies report a need for habitat acquisition and
restoration exceeding $1.8 billion.

(g) This act will begin to address these critical neighborhood park and

nat ural resources needs.

5096. 303. The Legislature further finds and declares all of the follow ng:

(a) Air pollution continues to be a major problemin California which
harms the health of our residents, costs our economy billions of dollars
related to health care costs, reduced agricultural productivity, and damage
to our infrastructure, and otherw se decreases the quality of life in our
state.

(b) Forests and trees inprove air quality by renoving carbon dioxide,
particul ates, and other pollutants fromthe air, and by produci ng oxygen

(c) Park, open-space, and tree planting projects also inprove air quality
and decrease congestion by reducing spraw, inproving the quality of life in
areas that are already devel oped by hel ping | ocal agencies inplenent sound
| and use plans that pronote energy efficiency, and by providing incentives to
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reduce devel opnment in inappropriate areas.

5096.306. It is the intent of the Legislature to strongly encourage every
state or |ocal governnent agency receiving the bond funds all ocated pursuant
to this chapter for an activity to give full and proper consideration to the
use of recycled and reusabl e products whenever possible with regard to
carrying out that activity.

5096. 307. (a) Every proposed activity to be funded pursuant to this chapter
shall be in conpliance with the California Environmental Quality Act
(Division 13 (comencing with Section 21000)).

(b) Lands acquired with funds all ocated pursuant to this chapter shall be
acquired froma willing seller of the |and.

5096. 3075. Upon a finding by the adm nistering entity that a particular
project for which funds have been allocated cannot be conpleted, or that the
funds are in excess of the total needed, the Legislature nmay reallocate those
funds for other high priority needs consistent with this act.

5096.308. As used in this chapter, the following ternms have the follow ng

meani ngs:

(a) "Acquisition" nmeans the acquisition froma willing seller of a fee
interest or any other interest, including easenents and devel opnent rights,
in real property froma willing seller

(b) "Board" means the Secretary of the Resources Agency designated in
accordance with subdivision (b) of Section 5096. 362.

(c) "Certified | ocal community conservation corps programs" nmeans prograns
operated by public or private nonprofit agencies pursuant to Section 14406.

(d) "Conmittee" neans the Safe Nei ghborhood Parks, Clean Water, Clean Air,
and Coastal Protection (Villarai gosa-Keeley Act) Finance Conmittee created
pursuant to subdivision (a) of Section 5096.362.

(e) "District" means any regional park district, regional park and open-
space district, or regional open-space district formed pursuant to Article 3
(commencing with Section 5500) of Chapter 3, any recreation and park district
formed pursuant to Chapter 4 (commencing with Section 5780), or an authority
formed pursuant to Division 26 (commencing with Section 35100). Wth respect
to any community or unincorporated region that is not included within a
district, and in which no city or county provides parks or recreational areas
or facilities, "district” also nmeans any other district that is authorized by
statute to operate and nmanage parks or recreational areas or facilities,
employs a full-time park and recreation director, offers year-round park and
recreation services on lands and facilities owned by the district, and
al l ocates a substantial portion of its annual operating budget to parks or
recreation areas or facilities.

(f) "Fund" neans the Safe Nei ghborhood Parks, Clean Water, Clean Air, and
Coastal Protection (Villarai gosa-Keeley Act) Bond Fund created pursuant to
Section 5096. 310.

(g) "Historical resource” includes, but is not linmted to, any building,
structure, site area, place, artifact, or collection of artifacts that is
historically or archaeologically significant in the cultural annals of
Cal i fornia.

(h) "Progranmt nmeans the Safe Nei ghborhood Parks, Clean Water, Clean Air,
and Coastal Protection (Villaraigosa-Keeley Act) Program established pursuant
to this chapter.

(i) "Secretary" means the Secretary of the Resources Agency.

(ii) (j) (1) "Stewardshi p" neans the devel opment and i npl enentati on of

projects for the protection, preservation, rehabilitation
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restoration, and inprovenent of natural systenms and outstandi ng
features of the state park system and historical and cultura
resources. Those efforts may not include activities that nerely
suppl enment normal park operations or that are usually funded from
ot her sources.

(2) (A) "Cultural resources stewardship" may include, but is not limted
to, stabilization and protection of historical resources, including
archaeol ogi cal resources, in the state park system Those resources may
i nclude sites, features, ruins, archaeol ogical deposits, historical |andscape
resources, rock art features, and artifacts nmaking up the physical |egacy of
California's past.

(B) "Cultural resources stewardship" does not include the rehabilitation
restoration, reconstruction, interpretation, or mtigation of historica
resources typically required as part of a devel opment program

(3) "Natural resources stewardship" may include, but is not limted to,
such objectives as the control of nmmjor erosion and geol ogi ¢ hazards, the
restoration and i nprovenent of critical plant and animal habitat, the contro
and elinmnation of exotic species encroachnent, the stabilization of coasta
dunes and bluffs, and the planning necessary to inplenent those objectives.

(k) "WIldlife conservation partnership" means a cooperative acquisition
restoration, or managenent of wildlife habitat for which the Wldlife
Conservation Board provides matching funds to | everage other public, private,
or nonprofit resources to nmaxinize the conservation benefits to wildlife and
wildlife habitat.

5096. 309. Pursuant to guidelines issued by the secretary, all recipients of
fundi ng pursuant to this chapter shall post signs acknow edgi ng the source of
t he funds.

PUBLIC RESOURCES CODE
SECTION 5096.310

5096. 310. The proceeds of bonds issued and sold pursuant to this chapter
shall be deposited in the Safe Nei ghborhood Parks, Cl ean Water, Clean Air,
and Coastal Protection (Villaraigosa-Keeley Act) Bond Fund, which is hereby
created. Unless otherw se specified and except as provided in subdivision
(m, the noney in the fund shall be avail able for appropriation by the
Legislature, in the manner set forth in this chapter, only for parks and
resources i nprovenent, in accordance with the follow ng schedul e:

(a) The sum of five hundred two nmillion seven hundred fifty
t housand dol lars ($502, 750,000) to the department for the follow ng purposes:

(1) To rehabilitate, restore, and inprove units of the state park system
that will ensure that state park systemlands and facilities will renmain open
and accessible for public use.

(2) To develop, inmprove, rehabilitate, restore, enhance, and protect
facilities and trails at existing units of the state park systemthat wll
provide for optimal recreational and educational use, activities, inproved
access and safety, and the acquisition froma willing seller of inholdings
and adj acent | ands. Adjacent |ands are |ands contiguous to, or in the
i mediate vicinity of, existing state park systemlands and that directly
benefit an existing state park systemunit.

(3) For stewardship of the public investnent in the preservation of the
critical natural heritage and scenic features, and cultural heritage
stewardship projects that will preserve vanishing remants of California's
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| andscape, and protect and pronote a greater understanding of California's
past, and the planning necessary to inplenment those efforts.

(4) For facilities and inprovenents to enhance vol unteer participation in
the state park system

(5) To devel op, inprove, and expand interpretive facilities at units of
the state park system including educational exhibits and visitor orientation
centers.

(6) To rehabilitate and repair aging facilities at winter recreation
facilities pursuant to the Sno-Park program as provided for in Chapter 1.27
(conmencing with Section 5091.01), that provide for inproved public safety.

(7) For projects that inprove air quality related to the state park
system including, but not limted to, the purchase of |ow eni ssion or
advanced technol ogy vehicles and equi pnment and clean fuel distribution
facilities that will avoid or reduce air em ssions at state park facilities.

(b) The sum of eighteen million dollars ($18,000,000) to the departnent to
undert ake stewardship projects, including cultural resources stewardship and
natural resources stewardship projects, that will restore and protect the
natural treasures of the state park system preserve vani shing remants of
California's | andscape, and protect and pronote a greater understandi ng of
California's past.

(c) The sumof four million dollars (%$4,000,000) to the departnent for
facilities and inprovenments to enhance vol unteer participation in the state
park system

(d) The sumof twenty million dollars ($20,000,000) to the departnent for
grants to local agencies adm nistering units of the state park system under
an operating agreenent with the departnment, for the devel opnent, inprovenent,
rehabilitation, restoration, enhancenent, protection, and interpretation of
| ands and facilities of, and inproved access to, those locally operated
units.

(e) The sumof ten mllion dollars ($10,000,000) to the departnent for
pur poses consistent with Section 5079.10, for conpetitive grants, in
accordance with Section 5096. 335.

(f) The sum of three hundred eighty-eight mllion dollars ($388, 000, 000)
to the departnment for grants, in accordance with Sections 5096. 332, 5096. 333,
and 5096. 336, on the basis of population, for the acquisition, devel opnent,

i mprovenent, rehabilitation, restoration, enhancenent, and interpretation of
| ocal park and recreational |ands and facilities, including renovation of
recreational facilities conveyed to |ocal agencies resulting fromthe
downsi zi ng or deconmmi ssioning of federal military installations.

(g) The sum of two hundred mllion dollars ($200,000,000) to the
departnent for grants to cities, counties, and districts for the acquisition
devel opnent, rehabilitation, and restoration of park and recreation areas and
facilities pursuant to the Roberti-Z' berg-Harris Urban Open-Space and
Recreati onal Program Act (Chapter 3.2 (comencing with Section 5620)).

(h) The sumof ten mllion dollars ($10,000,000) to the department for
grants, in accordance with Section 5096.337, for the inprovenment or
acquisition and restoration of riparian habitat, riverine aquatic habitat,
and other lands in close proximty to rivers and streans for river and stream
trail projects undertaken in accordance with Section 78682.2 of the Water
Code, and for purposes of Section 7048 of the Water Code.

(i) The sumof ten million dollars ($10,000,000) to the departnent for

grants, in accordance with Section 5096.337, for the devel opnent,

i mprovenent, rehabilitation, restoration, enhancenent, and
interpretation of nonnotorized trails for the purpose of increasing
public access to, and enjoynment of, public areas for increased
recreational opportunities. Not less than one mllion five hundred
t housand dol lars ($1, 500, 000) of this amount shall be allocated
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toward the conpletion of a project that |inks existing bicycle and
pedestrian trail systems to major urban public transportation
systems, to pronote increased recreational opportunities and
nonnotori zed commuter usage in the City of Wiittier. O this
anmount, no less than two hundred seventy-five thousand dollars
($275,000) shall be allocated to the East Bay Regional Park District
toward the conpletion of the Iron Horse Trail

(ii) O this ampunt, not less than one mllion dollars ($1, 000, 000)

shall be allocated to a regional park district for the conpletion of
a bike trial in the City of Concord. (j) The sum of one hundred
mllion dollars ($100,000,000) to the departnent for grants to
publ i c agenci es and nonprofit organizations for park, youth center
and environnental enhancenent projects that benefit youth in areas
that | ack safe neighborhood parks, open space, and natural areas,
and that have significant poverty.

(k) The sumof two million five hundred thousand dollars (%$2,500,000) to
the California Conservation Corps to conplete capital outlay and resource
conservation projects and adnmi nistrative costs allocable to the bond funded
proj ects.

(1) The sum of eighty-six mllion five hundred thousand doll ars
(%86, 500, 000) to the departnent for the foll ow ng purposes:

(1) The sum of seventy-one million five hundred thousand dollars
($71,500,000) for grants, in accordance with Sections 5096. 339 and 5096. 340,
for urban recreational and cultural centers, including, but not Iimted to,
zoos, nuseuns, aquariuns, and facilities for wildlife, environnental, or
natural science aquatic education or projects that conbine curation of
archaeol ogi cal, pal eontol ogical, and historic resources with education and
basi ¢ and applied research, and that enphasize specinmens of California's
extinct prehistoric plants and ani mals.

(2) The sumof fifteen mllion dollars ($15,000,000) for grants for
regi onal youth soccer and baseball facilities operated by nonprofit
organi zations. Priority shall be given to those grant projects that utilize
exi sting school facilities or recreation facilities and serve di sadvant aged
yout h.

(m Notwithstanding Section 13340 of the Governnent Code, the sum of two
hundred sixty-five mllion five hundred thousand dollars ($265,500, 000) is,
except as provided in Section 5096. 350, hereby continuously appropriated to
the Wldlife Conservation Board, w thout regard to fiscal years, in
accordance with Section 5096. 350.

(n) The sumof fifty million dollars ($50,000,000) to the California Tahoe
Conservancy, in accordance with Section 5096. 351

(o) The sum of two hundred twenty million four hundred thousand doll ars
(%220, 400, 000) to the State Coastal Conservancy, in accordance with Section
5096. 352.

(p) The sumof thirty-five mllion dollars ($35,000,000) to the Santa
Moni ca Mount ai ns Conservancy, in accordance with Section 5096. 353.

(q) The sumof five mllion dollars ($5,000,000) to the Coachella Valley
Mount ai ns Conservancy, in accordance with Section 5096. 354.

(r) The sumof fifteen mllion dollars ($15,000,000) to the San Joaquin
Ri ver Conservancy, in accordance with Section 5096. 355.

(s) The sumof twelve mllion five hundred thousand doll ars
(%$12,500,000) to the California Conservation Corps for grants for the
certified local comrunity conservation corps programto conplete capita
outl ay and resource conservation projects.

(t) The sumof twenty-five mllion dollars ($25,000,000) to the Departnent
of Conservation in accordance with Section 5096. 356.

(u) The sumof ten mllion dollars ($10,000,000) to the Departnent of
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Forestry and Fire Protection for urban forestry progranms in accordance with
Section 4799.12. The grants made pursuant to this subdivision shall be for
costs associated with the purchase and planting of trees, and up to three
years of care which ensures the long-termviability of those trees.

(v) Notwithstanding Section 711 of the Fish and Gane Code, the sum of
twelve mllion dollars ($12,000,000) to the Departnent of Fish and Gane for
the foll owi ng purposes:

(1) The sumof five mllion dollars ($5,000,000) for expenditure in
accordance with subdivision (a) of Section 5096. 357.

(2) The sumof five mllion dollars (%$5,000,000) for expenditure in
accordance wi th subdivision (b) of Section 5096. 357.

(3) The sumof two mllion dollars ($2,000,000) to renove nonnative
vegetation harnful to ecological reserves in San Di ego County.

(w) The sumof thirty mllion dollars ($30,000,000) shall be available for
pur poses of Chapter 4.5 (commencing with Section 31160) of Division 21. Two
hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) shall be allocated to Munt Diablo
State Park.

(x) The sum of seven mllion dollars ($7,000,000) to the California
I nt egrated WAste Managenent Board for grants to |ocal agencies to assist them
in nmeeting state and federal accessibility standards relating to public
pl aygrounds if the | ocal agency guarantees that 50 percent of the grant funds
will be used for the inprovenent or replacenent of playground equi pnent or
facilities through the use of recycled materials and that matching funds in
an amount equal to not |ess than 50 percent of the total ampunt of those
grant funds will be provided through either public or private funds or in-
kind contributions. The board may reduce this matching fund requirenent to
not | ess than 25 percent if it determ nes that the 50-percent requirenent
woul d i npose an extrene financial hardship on the |ocal agency applying for
the grant. The board may expend the funds all ocated pursuant to this
subdi vi si on, upon appropriation by the Legislature, for the purposes
speci fied herein.

(y) The sumof fifteen mllion dollars ($15,000,000) to a city for
rehabilitation, restoration, or enhancenent to a city park that is over 1,000
acres that serves an urban area of over 750,000 population in northern
California and that provides recreational, cultural, and scientific
resour ces.

(z) (1) The sumof six mllion two hundred fifty thousand dollars
(%6, 250,000) to the secretary to adm nister grants to the Sierra Nevada-
Cascade Program in accordance with Section 5096. 347.

(2) The sumof thirty-three mllion five hundred thousand dollars
($33,500,000) to the secretary to adninister a river parkway and restoration
programto assist |ocal agencies and other districts to plan, create, and
conserve river parkways. The secretary shall meke funds available in
accordance with Sections 7048 and 78682.2 of the Water Code, and any ot her
applicable authority, for the follow ng purposes:

(A) Twenty-five mllion dollars ($25,000,000) for the acquisition or
restoration of public lands within the Los Angeles River Watershed, the San
Gabriel River Watershed, and the San Gabriel Muntains and to provide open
space, nonnotorized trails, bike paths, and other |owinpact recreationa
uses and wildlife and habitat restoration and protection. Ten mllion
dol l ars ($10, 000, 000) shall be allocated for the Los Angel es River Watershed,
and fifteen mllion dollars ($15,000,000) shall be allocated for the San
Gabriel River Watershed and the San Gabriel Muntains and | ower Los Angel es
Ri ver.

(B) Two mllion five hundred thousand dollars ($2,500,000) for river
par kway projects along the Kern River between the mouth of the Kern Canyon
and |-5.
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(C) One million dollars ($1,000,000) for land acquisition in the Santa
Clarita Watershed.

(D) Three million dollars ($3,000,000) for watershed, riparian, and
wet | ands restoration along the Sacranento River in Yolo, & enn, and Col usa
Counti es.

(E) Two million dollars ($2,000,000) for the construction of a visitor
center at a state recreation area enconpassi ng a body of water along the
Ameri can River

(3) The sumof two million dollars ($2,000,000) to the secretary for
resource conservation and urban water recycling that addresses nulticounty
regi onal recreational needs, provides habitat restoration, and enjoys joint
sponsorship by nmultiple | ocal agencies and nonprofit organizations in the
County of Sonoma.

(4) The sum of one mllion one hundred thousand dollars ($1, 100, 000) to
the secretary, one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) of which shall be nmade
available to fund a community center in San Benito County, one hundred
t housand dollars ($100,000) of which shall be nade available to fund a
veterans park in San Benito County, five hundred thousand dollars ($500, 000)
of which shall be made available to fund a conmunity center in the City of
Galt, and four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) of which shall be nade
available to fund a comunity center in the City of Gl roy.

(5) The sumof two mllion dollars ($2,000,000) to the secretary for Canp
Arroyo in Alameda County.

(6) The sum of one mllion dollars ($1,000,000) to the secretary to
construct a rehabilitation center for injured endangered and i ndi genous wld
animal s at the W dhaven Center in the San Bernardi no Muntai ns.

PUBLIC RESOURCES CODE
SECTION 5096.320-5096.324

5096. 320. The Legi sl ature hereby recogni zes that public financial resources
are inadequate to neet all capital outlay needs of the state park system and
that the need for the acquisition, devel opnent, restoration, rehabilitation
i mprovenment, and protection of state park system|lands and facilities has
increased to the point that their continued well-being and the realization of
their full public benefit is in jeopardy.

(a) The departnment shall annually subnmit to the Legislature and to the
secretary a report, consisting of a prioritized listing and conparative
eval uation of needs.

(b) Projects approved by the secretary shall be forwarded by the secretary
to the Director of Finance for inclusion in the Budget Bill.

5096. 322.

(a) No later than Novenber 1, 2001, the director shall determ ne the
anount of funding that is necessary to conplete all deferred maintenance
projects within each unit of the state park system

(b) Except as provided in subdivision (c), no proceeds of the bonds issued
and sold pursuant to this chapter may be used to acquire inproved property
for a unit of the state park systemuntil 75 percent of the anmount determ ned
pursuant to subdivision (a) has been appropriated, and allocated to conplete
deferred nmi ntenance projects within that unit from an appropriated funding
source other than the proceeds of the bonds issued and sold pursuant to this
chapter.
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(c) Real property may be acquired under this chapter for a unit of the
state park system that does not neet the requirenents of subdivision (b) only
if the director finds, with respect to that unit, that a unique opportunity
is presented to acquire real property that will constitute a significant
i mprovenent of the state park system

(d) As used in this section, "deferred nmai ntenance project" neans any
project identified in the departnent's 2001 Deferred M ntenance Assessnent
that rehabilitates or repairs a facility to a safe and usable condition for
the visiting public.

5096.323. Fifty mllion dollars ($50,000,000) of the funds allocated
pursuant to subdivision (a) of Section 5096.310 shall be expended for the
acquisition of land fromwilling sellers that are a high priority for both
the state parks system and for habitat purposes, with priority given to
projects that protect habitat for rare, threatened, or endangered species
pursuant to a natural comrunity conservation plan adopted pursuant to Chapter
10 (commencing with Section 2800) of Division 10 of the Fish and Gane Code,
if the acquisition of the land is conducted in conjunction with a natura
comunity conservation plan approved by the Departnment of Fish and Ganme pri or
to January 1, 1999, or if the acquisition is approved by statute.

Not wi t hst andi ng paragraph (2) of subdivision

(a) of Section 5096.310, those | and acquisitions nmay be for either new or
existing units of the state park system

5096. 324. Funds appropriated to the departnent pursuant to subdivision (a)
of Section 5096.310 shall be made avail able for the foll owi ng purposes:

(a) The sumof fifteen mllion dollars ($15,000,000) to preserve and
restore a unit of the state parks systemthat preserves and restores cultura
and historical imrigration resources in northern California.

(b) The sumof two million six hundred thousand dollars ($2,600,000) to
construct visitor centers in state parks, state recreation areas, and state
hi storic parks. The departnment shall give priority to projects at Chino
Hills State Park and California Citrus State Historic Park.

(c) Up to six hundred fifty thousand dollars ($650,000) for playground
equi pnent upgrades in state recreation areas.

(d) The sumof two hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) for
restoration of state reserves that maintain the state fl ower.

(e) The sumof one mllion dollars ($1,000,000) for restoration of state
beaches.

(f) The sumof five mllion dollars ($5,000,000) for restoration, study,
and curation of pal eontol ogical, archaeol ogical, and historical resource site
protection. Priority shall be given to projects that conbi ne curation of
archaeol ogi cal, pal eontol ogical, and historical resources with education and
basi ¢ and applied research, and that enphasize specinmens of California's
extinct prehistoric plants and ani nals.

(g) The sumof two million seven hundred fifty thousand doll ars
(%$2,750,000), two million five hundred thousand dollars ($2,500,000) of which
shall be allocated for capital outlay projects at the Enmpire Mne State
Hi storic Park, and two hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) of which
shall be allocated for Colunbia State Historic Park.

(h) The sumof ten mllion dollars ($10,000,000) for the acquisition of
lands fromwi lling sellers of lands that are forested with redwoods or that
wi || enhance the protection or preservation of the redwood forest ecosystem
The departnent shall give preference to projects where matching contributions
in funding fromother public agencies, private parties, or nonprofit
organi zati ons are avail abl e.

(i) Up to five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000) to construct trails,
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trail heads, and parking, and to provi de nonvehicul ar public access between
the Bear and Mendoza Ranch open space and adj acent Henry Coe State Park

PUBLIC RESOURCES CODE
SECTION 5096.331-5096.345

5096. 331. The Legi sl ature hereby recognizes that public financial resources
are inadequate to neet all of the funding needs of |ocal public park and
recreation providers and that there is an urgent need for safe, open, and
accessible local park and recreational facilities and for the increased
recreational opportunities that provide positive alternatives to socia

probl ems. Accordingly, it is declared to be the policy of this state that
the funds all ocated pursuant to subdivisions (f) and (g) of Section 5096.310
to |l ocal agencies shall be appropriated primarily for projects that
acconplish all of the foll ow ng:

(a) Rehabilitate facilities at existing |ocal parks that will provide for
nore efficient nmanagenent and reduced operational costs. This may include
grants to |l ocal agencies for the renovation of recreational facilities
conveyed to |l ocal agencies resulting fromthe downsizi ng and decomm ssi oni ng
of federal military installations. (b) Develop facilities that pronote
positive alternatives for youth and that pronote cooperation between | oca
park and recreation service providers and youth-serving nonprofit
or gani zati ons.

(c) Pronote famly oriented recreation, including art activities.

(d) Provide for open, safe, and accessible |local park |lands, facilities,
and bot ani cal gardens.

5096.332. (a) Sixty percent of the total funds available for grants pursuant
to subdivision (f) of Section 5096.310 shall be allocated to cities and to
districts other than a regional park district, regional park and open-space
district, or regional open-space district. Each city's and district's
allocation shall be in the sanme ratio as the city's or district's popul ation
is to the conbined total of the state's population that is included in

i ncorporated areas and unincorporated areas within the district, except that
each city or district shall be entitled to a mininmumallocation of thirty

t housand dollars ($30,000). |In any instance in which the boundary of a city
overl aps the boundary of such a district, the population in the area of

overl apping jurisdictions shall be attributed to each jurisdiction in
proportion to the extent to which each operates and manages parks and
recreational areas and facilities for that population. |In any instance in
whi ch the boundary of a city overlaps the boundary of such a district, and in
the area of overlap the city does not operate and nanage parks and
recreational areas and facilities, all grant funds shall be allocated to the
district.

(b) Each city and each district subject to subdivision (a) whose
boundari es overlap shall develop a specific plan for allocating the grant
funds in accordance with the formula specified in subdivision
(a). If, by April 1, 2001, the plan has not been agreed to by the city and
district and submitted to the departnent, the director shall determ ne the
al l ocation of the grant funds anmobng the affected jurisdictions.

5096.333. (a) Forty percent of the total funds available for grants pursuant
to subdivision (f) of Section 5096.310 shall be allocated to counties and
regi onal park districts, regional park and open-space districts, or regiona
open-space districts forned pursuant to Article 3 (commencing with Section
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5500) of Chapter 3.

(b) Each county's allocation under subdivision (a) shall be in the sane
ratio as the county's popul ati on, except that each county shall be entitled
to a mninmum allocation of one hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150, 000).

(c) In any county that enbraces all or part of the territory of a regiona
park district, regional park and open-space district, or regional open-space
district, whose board of directors is not the county board of supervisors,
the amount allocated to the county shall be apporti oned between that district
and the county in proportion to the population of the county that is included
within the territory of the district and the popul ation of the county that is
outside the territory of the district.

(d) I'n any county that currently enbraces all or a part of the territory
of a regional open-space district and an authority fornmed pursuant to
Di vision 26 (commencing with Section 35100), the allocation shall be
di stributed between the county and these entities as foll ows:

(1) First, the funds shall be apportioned between the district and the
county in proportion to the population of the county that is included within
the territory of the district, and the proportion of the popul ation of the
county that is outside the district. The amounts resulting fromthis
cal cul ation shall be known as the district's share, and the county's first
bal ance. The district's share shall be allocated to the district. The
county's first balance shall be further apportioned as provided in paragraph
(2).

(2) The county's first balance, as determined in accordance w th paragraph
(1), shall be further apportioned between the authority and the county in
proportion to the population of the county that is included within the
territory of the authority, and the proportion of the popul ati on of the
county that is outside the authority. The anmounts resulting fromthis
cal cul ation shall be known as the authority's share, and the county's second
bal ance.

(3) The authority's share shall be divided equally between the county and
the authority. The county shall receive all of the county' s second bal ance.

(d) Not nmore than 5 percent for projects that convert publicly
owned |l and to a nei ghborhood park providi ng open-space, recreational
cultural, and festival opportunities, if the bond proceeds do not exceed 25
percent of the total project cost and there is a 75 percent fundi ng match.

5096. 335. Funds aut hori zed pursuant to subdivision (e) of Section

5096. 310 shall be adm nistered by the State O fice of Historic Preservation
and shall be available as grants, on a conpetitive basis, to cities,
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counties, districts, |ocal agencies fornmed for park purposes pursuant to a
joint powers agreenment between two or nore local entities, and nonprofit
organi zations for the acquisition, devel opment, rehabilitation, restoration
and interpretation of historical resources.

5096. 340.

(a) Not less than 11 percent of the funds authorized in paragraph (1) of
subdi vision (1) of Section 5096.310 shall be available as grants on a
conpetitive basis to cities, counties, and nonprofit organizations for the
devel opnent or rehabilitation of real property consisting of urban
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recreational and cultural centers, nmuseums, and facilities for wildlife
education or environnental education

(b) To be eligible for funding, a project shall initially be nom nated by
a Menber of the Legislature for study by the departnent. The depart nment
shall study each project so nominated and, prior to the April 1 preceding the
fiscal year in which funds are proposed to be appropriated, shall submt to
the Legislature a prioritized listing and conparative eval uati on of al
projects nom nated prior to the preceding July 1.

(d) The departnent shall annually forward a |ist of the highest priority
projects to the Departnment of Finance for inclusion in the Budget Bill.

(e) An application for a grant for a cooperative nuseum project shall be
submtted jointly by the city, county, or other public agency, an institute
of higher learning, or a nonprofit organization that cooperatively is
operating, or will operate, the project.

(a) The director shall prepare and adopt criteria and procedures for
eval uating applications for grants allocated pursuant to subdivisions (f),
(g), (h), (i), and (lI) of Section 5096.310.

(1) The acquisition and restoration of riparian habitat in accordance with
Sections 7048 and 78682.2 of the Water Code to inprove water quality, and to
protect, restore, or rehabilitate watersheds, streanms wetl ands, or other
aquatic habitat.
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(2) Capital inprovement projects that provide park and recreationa
opportunities.

(3) Access to trails and public lands, in accordance with Article 6
(comencing with Section 5070) of Chapter 1 of Division 5.

(4) Acquisition of park |ands or recreational facilities.

(c) The secretary shall give priority to fund up to two mllion dollars
($2, 000, 000) for Commopns Beach inprovenents on properties owned or
adm ni stered by | ocal agencies in the Lake Tahoe area, that will provide
i mproved | ake access, bicycle and pedestrian trail |inkages, and

interpretative facilities.
(d) The secretary may provide the follow ng capital outlay grants:

(1) Five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000) for capital outlay to an
incorporated city all or part of the territory of which is located within
five mles of the boundary |ine between San Joaqui n County and Sacranmento
County.

(2) Two hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) to the departnent for
the renovation of a state historical point of interest near the intersection
of Jack Tone Road and State Hi ghway 88.

(e) For the purposes of this article, the Sierra Nevada-Cascade Muntain
Regi on includes those portions of Fresno County, Kern County, Stanislaus
County, and Tulare County, and counties with popul ations of |ess than 250, 000
as of the 1990 United States Census, that are located in the nountains, the
foothills, and the area adjacent to the geologic formations of the Sierra
Nevada and Cascade nountain ranges.

(B) Five mllion dollars ($5,000,000) for the acquisition, devel opnent,
restoration, and protection of wetlands and adjacent |ands, or any
conbi nati on thereof, |ocated outside the Sacranento-San Joaquin Valley.

(2) Ten million dollars ($10,000,000) for the devel opnent, acquisition
froma willing seller, or restoration of riparian habitat and watershed
conservati on prograns.

(3) Forty-five million dollars ($45,000,000), upon appropriation by the

Legi slature, for the restoration, or acquisition froma willing seller, of
habitat for threatened and endangered species or for the purpose of pronpoting
the recovery of those species. Five mllion dollars ($5,000,000) of that

anount shall be for the acquisition of property along the central coast
containing coastal terrace prairie, federally listed spineflower, state
listed San Franci sco popcorn flower, and candidates for federal listing

i ncludi ng ohlone tiger beetle and opler's | onghorned moth. No funds nmay be
expended pursuant to this paragraph for the acquisition of real property or
ot her actions taken pursuant to Chapter 10 (commencing with Section 2800) of
the Fish and Game Code.

(4) Thirteen mllion dollars ($13,000,000) for the acquisition froma
willing seller, or restoration of forest |ands, including, but not limted
to, ancient redwoods and oak woodl ands. Not nore than five mllion dollars
(%5, 000, 000) of this ampunt shall be expended on the federal Legacy Forest
Program (16 U.S.C. Sec. 2103) to meet federal matching requirements and not
less than five million dollars ($5,000,000) of this amount shall be allocated
for the preservation of oak woodl ands. Not nore than five nmllion dollars
(%5, 000, 000) of this ampunt shall be expended on the federal Legacy Forest
Program (16 U.S.C. Sec. 2103) to neet federal natching requirenents and not
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less than five mllion dollars ($5,000,000) of this amount shall be allocated
for the preservation of oak woodl ands.

(5) Eighty-two million five hundred thousand dollars ($82,500,000), upon
appropriation by the Legislature, to match funds contri buted by federal or
| ocal agencies or nonprofit organizations for the acquisition, restoration
or protection of habitat or habitat corridors that prompte the recovery of
t hreat ened, endangered, or fully protected species. Projects funded pursuant
to this paragraph nmay include restoration projects authorized pursuant to
Public Law 105-372, the Salton Sea Recl amation Act of 1998. The board shal
require matching contributions of funds, real property, or other resources
from other public agencies, private parties, or nonprofit organizations, at a
| evel designed to obtain the maxi mum conservation benefits to wildlife and
wildlife habitat. No funds may be expended pursuant to this paragraph for
the acquisition of real property or other actions taken pursuant to Chapter
10 (commencing with Section 2800) of the Fish and Gane Code.

(6) One hundred million dollars ($100,000,000), upon appropriation by the
Legi sl ature, for the purpose of funding the acquisition of real property
subject to a natural comrunity conservation plan adopted pursuant to Chapter
10 (commencing with Section 2800) of the Fish and Gane Code, if the
acquisition of the real property is conducted in conjunction with a natura
comunity conservation plan approved by the Departnment of Fish and Ganme pri or
to January 1, 1999, or if the acquisition is approved by statute.

(7) Five million dollars ($5,000,000) for environnental restoration
projects for the follow ng purposes approved pursuant to the Salton Sea
Restoration Project authorized by Public Law 105-372, the Salton Sea
Recl amati on Act of 1998, and identified in the Final Environnmental | npact
Statenent of the Salton Sea Restoration Project:

(A) Reduce and stabilize the overall salinity of the Salton Sea.

(B) Stabilize the surface elevation of the Salton Sea.

(C) Reclaim inthe long term healthy fish and wildlife resources and
their habitats.

(D) Enhance the potential for recreational uses of the Salton Sea.

(b) Not nore than 5 percent of the funds authorized for expenditure by
this section may be used for public access and wildlife-oriented public use
proj ects.

5096. 351. (a) The Legislature has recogni zed the need to protect and restore
the fragile environment at Lake Tahoe; and the Tahoe Regi onal Pl anni ng Agency
has prepared an Environnental |nprovenent Programthat outlines a capita
outl ay approach to help achieve environmental thresholds in the Lake Tahoe
Basin, which allocates funding responsibilities over the first 10 years of
the programin the anmounts of approximately two hundred seventy-four mllion
dol lars ($274,000,000) to the State of California, two hundred ninety-seven
mllion dollars ($297,000,000) to the federal government, eighty-two nmillion
dol lars ($82,000,000) to the State of Nevada, one hundred one mllion dollars
(%101, 000, 000) to local governments, and one hundred fifty-three mllion
dol l ars ($153, 000, 000) to the private sector

(b) Funds allocated pursuant to subdivision (n) of Section 5096.310 shal
be avail able for expenditure for the devel opnent, restoration, acquisition
froma willing seller, and enhancenent of real property, by the California
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Tahoe Conservancy within the Lake Tahoe regi on pursuant to Title 7.42
(commencing with Section 66905) of the Governnent Code for the follow ng
pur poses:

(1) Protecting the natural environment through preservation of
environnental ly sensitive |ands, soil erosion control, restoration or
enhancenent of watershed | ands, and restoration or enhancenment of streans and
ot her natural areas.

(2) Providing public access and public recreation opportunities.

(3) Enhancing and restoring wildlife areas.

(c) The provision of these funds is to nmeet applicable state
responsi bilities pursuant to the Tahoe Regi onal Pl anni ng Agency's
Envi ronnment al | nprovenment Program

(d) The allocation of these funds has been nmade in the expectation that
the federal governnent, the State of Nevada, |ocal jurisdictions, and the
private sector will fulfill their respective obligations pursuant to the
Envi ronnental | nprovenent Program The secretary shall report annually to
the Legislature on the progress of the devel opment and inpl enentation of the
Envi ronnental | nprovenent Program and the provision of these funds may be
restricted in the event that the parties are found to be naking i nadequate
progress or are not making good faith efforts towards fulfilling their
respective obligations.

5096. 352. Funds al |l ocated pursuant to subdivision (0) of Section 5096.310
shall be available for expenditure by the State Coastal Conservancy pursuant
to Division 21 (commencing with Section 31000) for the acquisition froma
willing seller, preservation, restoration, and enhancenent of real property
or an interest in real property in coastal areas and watersheds within its
jurisdiction and the devel opnent of public use facilities in those areas in
accordance with the foll owi ng schedul e:

(2) At least fifteen nmillion dollars ($15,000,000) shall be expended in
coastal areas north of the Cualala River.

(3) At least twenty-five mllion dollars ($25,000,000) shall be expended
within Santa Cruz, Mnterey, San Luis Obispo, or Santa Barbara Counties. One
mllion dollars ($1,000,000) shall be allocated to the City of Monterey to
fund public access and open space along the waterfront for the Wndow on the
Bay.

(4) At least five mllion dollars ($5,000,000) shall be expended on
conpl etion of the Coastal Trail

(5) Two million dollars ($2,000,000) shall be dedicated to projects for
the Guadal upe River Trail and the San Francisco Bay Ridge Trail

(d) Twenty-two nillion dollars ($22,000,000) nmay be expended by the State
Coastal Conservancy directly or as grants to governnent entities and
nonprofit organi zati ons consistent with Division 21 (comrencing with Section
31000), and for adm nistrative costs in connection therewith, for the
acqui sition, devel opnent, rehabilitation, restoration, enhancenent, and
protection of real property, or other actions that benefit fish and wildlife.
At least ten mllion dollars ($10,000,000) of those funds shall be expended
in coastal areas north of the Gualala River. Eight hundred thousand dollars
($800, 000) shall be spent to restore the arroyo chub, partially arnored
sti ckl eback, and southern steel head fisheries to their native creeks of San
Mat eo Creek, and its tributary Devil Canyon Creek, and San Onofre Creek
| ocated in San Di ego County.

(e) Twenty-five mllion dollars ($25,000,000) shall be avail able, upon
appropriation by the Legislature, to the State Coastal Conservancy and the
Department of Fish and Gane for direct expenditure and for grants to public
agenci es and nonprofit organizations to protect, restore, acquire, and
enhance habitat for salnon. These funds may be used to match federal funding
avail abl e for those purposes.

(f) Twenty-five nmillion dollars ($25,000,000) of the funds shall be
allocated to acquire, protect, and restore wetlands projects that are a

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5096.369. All noney deposited in the fund that is derived from prem um and
accrued interest on bonds sold shall be reserved in the fund and shall be
avail able for transfer to the Ceneral Fund as a credit to expenditures for
bond interest.

5096. 370. The bonds may be refunded in accordance with Article 6 (comencing
with Section 16780) of Chapter 4 of Part 3 of Division 4 of Title 2 of the
Government Code, which is a part of the State General OCbligation Bond Law.
Approval by the voters of the state of the issuance of the bonds described in
this chapter includes the approval of the issuance of any bonds to refund any
bonds originally issued under this chapter or any previously issued refunding
bonds.

5096. 371. Notwithstandi ng any provision of this chapter or the State Genera
